Exorbitant Prices Promised 
Rabbit Breeders Blasted 
By Failures. 


Instead of small fortunes, many 
people who hurried headlong 
into 
the rabbit business by signing the 
widely promoted buy-back contract 
and paying as much as $30 apiece 
for breeding stdck, are now reap­ 
ing 
genuine 
disappointment, 
of­ 
ficials of the Pennsylvania depart­ 
ment of agriculture today asserted. 
Since this racket is still 
being 
worked, the department repeats its 
warning of six months ago: Beware 
of agents who claim that big money 
can be made by raising domestic 
rabbits under the buy-back contract. 
The 
Lehigh 
Packing 
company, 
with 
thousands 
of 
Pennsylvania 
“stockholders” has been placed In 
the hands of receivers with liabili­ 
ties reported at $4,000,000 and assets 
listed as $300,000 including 
10,000 
live rabbits, 100,000 pounds of rabbit 
meat and 7000 bales of rabbit fur. 
The company was described in the 
courts as a "gigantic fraud with its 
. books in a chaotic condition.” 
Close Companies 
In New Jersey one company is 
known to have shut up shop with 
the hopeful contract signers stand­ 
ing helplessly by without a market, 
and the state’s attorney general not 
| long ago secured injunctions against 
two other companies on the grounds 
that their contract was a fraudu­ 
lent security. 
“The department’s prediction that 
the buy-back rabbit scheme pro­ 
vided at best, only a small chance 
to make even a satisfactory return 
on the investment, has been amply 
demonstrated,” said Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture John A. McSparran. “Am­ 
biguous, one-sided contracts as used 
by these rabbit promoters, are es­ 
sentially bad; this has been so fully 
and convincingly proven at such a 
high cost to the unsuspecting citi­ 
zen 
that 
contracts 
of this type 
should be forever outlawed as legal 
instruments.” 
Recognize legitim acy 
The 
department 
recognizes 
the 
legitimate rabbit business as being i 
just as worthy of recognition and 
encouragement as any pure bred 
livestock or poultry 
industry 
a n d 1 
regrets that promoters have made 
such a costly racket of it. 
However . 
I recent experience should not d is -! 
j courage the person who has a real 
interest in rabbit breeding.
